Six wounded in Beirut 


BEIRUT, March 21 (Agencies) — 
Grenade- ditovdng Muslim gunmen attacked 
a Lebanese army truck in Beirut Friday, 
wounding six soldiers, a Beimt police 
spokesman repeated.

The wounded soldiers were rushed by 
Squad 16 jeeps to the odlhary hospital in 
aiostly-Oi^tian East Beirut and the Ameri- 
can Univeisity Ho^ital in the dty's MusUro 
-'Se c tor, the spokesman said. 

One wounded soldier said upon admit- 
tance that the truck driver failed to heed an 
order to stop at a Murabhoun checkpoint, 
and this caused the attack. 

An army barracks was attacked in West 
^ Bdrut last month by militiamen vriio claimed 
I M the “presence of r^ulaxs was provocative. ” 
IQ Ihieee soldiers were wounded in the attack. 

, A week later, the army garrison in the 
Nhislim-populated port city of Sidon, 25 
miles soufo of Beirut, was ringed and 
pounded with mortars by local Muslim 
^oups. Four soldiers were killed. 

Meanwhile, Lebanon and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization Thursday accused 
Eszael d shelling several villages in southern 
Ldianoa over the past five days that left four 
avilians dead and 14 others injured by offi- 


cial estimate. 

The defense ministry issued a statement 
saying the Israel barrage has readied the 
suburbs afihe southem'port diy of Sidon, SO 
miles south of the Israeli frontier. 

The statement broadcast by the state 
radio, said Isradi gunners used 130- 
mfllimeter howitzers in shelling tiie towns of 
Tyre and Nabatiyeh early in the week. “The 
barrage expanded .Thurs^y to reach the vil- 
lages of Hilaliefa, Salhieh. Ein El Oelb and 
Qraiyeh on the outskirts aS Sidon.”

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JEDDAH, Mardi 21 — The secretary 
general of the Arab Air Carriers Or^miza- 
tion Friday said the Arab League probably 
will not follow through on its threat to 
boycott Egyptair. 

Salim Salam predicted tbe League would 
dr^ the b^oott because protest a^inst the 
flag carriei's new Cairo-Tel Aviv ffights. 

A new company, Nefertiti Aviation, was 
fooned to serve tbe Israeli route. No Egj^tair 
planes will be used. Salam, who is also gen- 
eral manager. of international and govern-* 
meat affairs for hfiddle East Airlines, is visit- 
ing the Kingdom at die head of an MEA 
delegation at the iniviation of Saudia. 

The first 'direcc air route between Israel 
and Egypt was opened March 4 with tiie arri- 
val in Cairo of an El Al jet canying 158 
passengers.

Vance explains U.S. vote

WASHINGTON, Mardi 21 — Secretary 
of State Q/ius Vance has said the United 
Stams ori^ally decided to vote for tbe 
United Nations resolution condemning 
Israers settlements in the occupied territories 
because “the settlements issue was becoming 
more exacerbated and jeopardizing the aut- 
onomy talks." 

“We hq>ed the resolution would create the 
best atmosphere for the autonomy talks to 
succeed," Vance said in candidly adimitting to 
foe Senate Foreign Relations Committee that 
foe administration may have miscalculated 
Israeli reaction to foe March 1 resolution. 

At the first public inquiry into the con- 
troversy surrounding foe U.S. vote at foe 
Ui*I. and its subsequent turnaround, foe sec- 
retary strongly reaffirmed the United States' 
commitment to IsraeTs securi^ while con- 
dnuing to shoulder full responsibility for tbe 
'^communications breakdown" that led to the 
Umted States voting for foe resolution. 

During a fiery morning sessbn of ques- 
tions, Vance reiterated that U.S. poli^ 
towards Israel has not dianged. "Israd 
remains strategic value and a source of 
siablli^. It always has been and will continue 
to be," be told foe Senate panel which was 
nm easily padfied with some of his answers. 

While not directly saying that the U.S. was 
trying to “send a message" to Israel on its 
settlements poliqr — as one senator summed 
up his theory for U.S. reasoning in supporting 
the resolution — Vance did admit foat foe 
settiemeots issue has slowed down progress 
in foe autonomy negotiations.

autonomy talk*, Vance -said in furfoer 
explaining foe U.S. position regarding foe 
controversial UJ*1. vote. 

While Vance said the administiatioa may 
have erred in believing that U.S. support for 
foe Security Council resolntira would move 
foe autonomy talks off dead center, foe sec- 
retary also assured the Senate panel that the 
U,S..vote has not backfired and “derafled" 
,-foe autonomy talks as some senatora sug- 
gested. ... 

While making no' direct link between the 
U.S. tu^d for response from foe vote at foe 
U 24. and President Carter' s subsequent ded- 
sioa to invite both £^ 1 *$ Prraidrat Anwar 
Sadat and IsraeFs Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin to Washington, Vance did say the two 
plans have tbe same goal — to accelerate 
progress In foe autonomy talks. 

“ We were concerned that time was running 
out," Vance said in explaining foe White 
House invitations issued Wednesda y for 
Sadat and Begin to parlay here in April with 
Carter. 

“Such discussions though have been consi- 
dered for a considerable period oi time," 
Vance added. 

While he said foat a three-way summit 
meeting is “not contemplated," Vance did 
not rule out thepossibUity of a Camp David II 
snoimit in foe fonire.

Saudi Arabia 


BONN, March 21 (AP) — The West Ger- 
man government confirmed Friday it is bor- 
rowing billions of marks from Saudi Arabia 
to offset effects of a deficit in foe current 
balance of payments. 

Deputy ^okesman ArmiD Gruenewald 
told reporters tiie government planned to 
borrow ^'under ten billion marks," or about 
$5.4 billion, but he gave no specific figures. 

Gruenewald tbe move was aimed to 
(rffset capital outflows caused by tbe fact that 
West German/s current account turned into 
a 1 979 deficit of 9 billion marks ($4 .8 billion) 
from a surplus of 17.6 billion marks ($9 j 
billioa) in 1978. 

A 1^0 correot account deficit of little over 
20 billion marks ($10.7 billion) is expected 
ti^year.

WASHINGTON, Maidi 21 — An Arab 
American Congressman, James Abdnor of 
South Dakota, has fbrm^y announced plans 
to seek the Senate seat held Sen. George 
McGovern. 

Abdnor, a former lieutenant govmor of 
South Datota who is completing his fourth 
term in the House of Representatives, has 
begun campaigning for the Republican 
nomLoatioo for foe Senate seat that 
McGovern, a Democrat, has held for the past 
18 years. 

If Abdnor wins the nomination and defeats 
McC^ern in tiie general election next 
November, he wtU become the second Arab 
American in history to serve in the U.S. 
senate. 

The first Arab American senator, James 
Abourezk, retired from political life in 1978. 
Abour^ like Abdnor, is a South Dakotan. 


there is “no new meaning" in the term “local 
Arab and Palestinian population'- whidi was 
used in the UJM. resolution. 


“That is a demographic description," 
Vance said in answering persistent question- 
ing from Senator Jacob K. Javits (Republi- 
can) of New York. 

“The term is one used in the past, and is not 
a determination of sovereignty," Vance 
replied. 

Also on foe subject of Palestinian national 
rights, Vance tcld Committee Chairman 
Sraator Frank Qiurcfa (Democrat) of Idaho 
that the Carter administration remains 
opposed to an “independent Palestinian 
state." 

But Vance left open the door for U.S. 
approval of a future Palestinian state linked 
with anofoer Arab nation — such as Jordan. 


Speaking about Jerusalem, foe secretary 
reiterated that it has been U.S. poli^ since 
1970 that a “Jerusalem should be undi- 
vided," but in a carefully articulated answer 
Vance said foe term “undivided" refers only 
to physical divisions — such as barbed wire. 


“We can not speak for the ultimate 
sovereignty." That can only be dedded 
through future negotiations,” Vance added. 

The Camp David accords contain no writ- 
ten commitments on future Israeli settle- 
ments in occupied territories, but Vance told 
foe senators, who were not easDy satisfied 
with his carefully worded responses, that 
there were “oral exchanges" on the subjecL 
When asked if Begin made a commitment 
at Camp David on halting fumre settlements,'' 
Vance said: “Begin believes he did not.” 
During the questioning, one Senator, 
Joseph R. Biden, Jr. ( Democrat of Delaware) 
call^ Begin “dead wrong* ‘ on his settle ments 
policy. Biden, also talking about foe U.S. 
vote on foe UJ4. resolution, said he could 
understand the U.S. position if “we are trying 
to send a dear message to Be^." 

“Tbat would put foe vote in a political 
sense, something all we politicians could 
undeistood," he said. 

Vance fooes another gruelling session of 
questions on foe vote “nusunderstanding"' 
Friday when he testifies before the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee.

U.S. urges Israelis 


TEL AVIV, Ma^ 21 (Agencies) — 
United States AmbassadorSamuel Lewis has 
said bexe Israel should reduce its economic 
dependence on tbe U.S. to avoid beiqg“sub- 
jea to foe vagaries of America's policy mak- 


ers.- 


Addressing foe Rotary Club Tliuisday 
Lewis said that IsraeTs (^cadence on U.S. 
aid — which this year will top $ 2 billion in 
grants and loans — caused frustrations both 
here and in his own country. 

“Israel today is far too dependent on the 
United Slates for IsraeTs ^xxi or for foe good 
of foe United States," be said. 

“Some of your leaders have recently been 
saying that it is ctucibI that yon regain your 
economic independence sr foat you are n6t’ 
subject ui foe vajgcpes policy 

makers.. I ooulcfo't agree'inore," he said. 

Hie United States earlier this year 
rejected an Israeli request for a substantial 
increase in aid due to foe expenditure result- 
ing from IsraeTs withdrawal from foe Sinai 
Desert under foe ^yptian-Israel peace tro- 
aty. 

Finance ministry sources in Jerusalem said 
last week that Israel was resisting U.S. 

for tougher measures to reduce tbe 
country's huge balance of payments deficit. 

Hie United States apparently 'suggested 
that Israel dip into its dwindling foreigD cur- 
rency reserves in evder to alleviate tbe pay- 
ments defidt which was ejqiected to rise by 
about $ 800 million this year to reach $ 5 
billioa. 


Tbe national debt will therefore rise to $ 
16.8.millioa. 

M^wfaile, in New York, Vice-President 
Walter Mondale said tbe United States 


opposed foe creation of an independent 
Palestinian state and would not recognize the 
Palestine Liberation Organization unless it 
recognized IsraeTs right to exist. 

He was addressing a ceremony organized 
by B'nm BYith, a Jewifo service organization 
to honor 11 denominational and non- 
sectarian groups that have provided aid to 
Indochina refugees. 

A number of United Nations offidals and 
diplomats, induding Ahmed Esmi Abdel 
bh^uid d Egypt and loaeTs deputy .U.N, 
representative, Shamay Cahana, were among 
the invited guests. 

“The United States remains a full partner 
in those cnidal negotiations now underway " 
he said referring to talks between ■’ Egypt and 
Israel on actoepmy- ■far Palestinmns- in., foe 
Israeli-occupied Wes t trank of tbe tondan and 
foe Gaza Strip. Palestinian leaders have 
boycotted the talks. 

Meanwhile, Israeli Foreign' Nfinister Yit- 
zhak Shamir, in bis first interviews to Israeli 
news media since taking office March 10, 
urged the Palestinians to join autonomy 
negotiations. 

“One hundred years of conflict have shown 
foat tbe Arabs have achieved nothing by 
extremism and terrorism,'* Shamir said in an 
interview broadcast Friday on Israel radio. 
“This is an opportunity for them to improve 
their status in foe srea”

information campaign to reverse foe Euro- 
pean trend toward recogrution of foe Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization, and said differ- 
ence between the United States and Israel 
were likely to intensify following the U.S.

JEDDAH, Mardi 21 — An official report 
just issued indicates a high level of air pollu- 
tion in the ivingdom's major ddu, and 
recommends continuous monitoring in order 
to diaracterize problem areas and set 
ambient standards. 

Tbe 1977 report of the General Directo- 
rate of Meteorology, of the ^tinistiy of 
Defense and Aviation published this week, 
said that measurements and monitoring indi- 
cated chat significant pollution levels were 
already present in many areas. During the 
period from March 16, 1977 through April 
1,1977 ambient air pollution monitoriflg 
measurements were conducted in several 
areas of the country. 

The measurements were made in major 
popiiiarion oeotets of Jeddah, Riyadh and 
Dhahran. Studies also were conducted near 
the proposed industrial areas of JubaU and 
Yanbu. The measurements made induded 
continuous monitoring of sulfur dioxide, 
oxidants, carbon monoxide, h 3 rdrogea sul- 
fide, nitric oxide, and total suspended par- 
ticulates. 

‘ “Resultsindicate thatsignificantpollutioa 

levals are already present in many areas. The 
downtowrn areas ttf major population centers 
exhibit carbon di^de levels whidt aver^ 
10 to 20 parts per million with peaks higher 
than SO i^m during period of traffic coi^es- 

tiOD. 

Sulfur dioxide levels are consistently in the 
range of 25 to 50 parts per billion, but levels 
as high as 90 ppb were found downwind of 
the Ras Tanura refinery in the small town of 
Safwa. Oxidant levels as high as OJS ppm 
were also recorded in this area, and in tbe 
town of Jubail oxidants peak values as high 
0.55 ppm were found.” 

The report said it was difficult to assess the 
levels of oxides of nitrogen and hydrogen 
sulfide since they were commonly at tiie 
lower end of sensitivi^ of the mcmitors used. 
Total suspended particulates were also high. 
The hiebesi recorded was 967 per cultic

meter south of Riyadh. It must be noted, the 
report said, that much of the particulate is in 
the form of wind blown dust and sand. 

For test purposes the directorate diose a 
few sites in Jeddah. On Mardi 17,1977 the 
site was downtown near Said Stores, King 
Abdul Aziz Street. The temperature was 
24C, relative hunudity 63% at 1314 hours. 
Very high carbon dim^e levels were meas- 
ured. 

On March 19,1977 south of Jeddah at the 
quarantine, on Mahjar Road. No significant 
levels of carbon dioride were found but very 
high su^nded particulates. 


Significant levels of carbon dioxide were 
found in downtown. Riyadh during the same 
week due to heavy traffic in the area. And in 
'the Riya^ airport hei^botikpod low levels 
were indicated except for some hi^ caibcm 
dioxide peaks. Manual readings were taken 
from the ozone monitor digital readout sritidi 
mdicated some levels of significance. 

Jubail recorded the highest levels oi ootid- 
ants at 0.551 ppm. An otiter values were low 
except for several bi^ carbon dkmde peaks. 
At Sa^ tiie highest sulfur dioodde level was 
recorded at 90 Ozone was also relatively 

high.

It seens to be a necessity because other 
banks do not accept deposits by women 
imd, ff they do, h has to be deme through a 
representative. It is a practice ehidi 
often puts women depositois to unneces- 
saiy difficulties and pci^lems. 

Some people bave made a big fuss about 
women’s banking, althou^ it is very 
natural for an affluent oounby to have - 
such a frwalitv for its- citizens. 

Our women ao not Dontially go ouL But 
if 'tb^ do, they are aoooiopanied by some- 
one until they come bade borne. Our pro- 
test of her going out to die bank may cre- 
ate a problem for oui;^elves. It ought 
necessitate that we dosedown our hc^t- 
tals, sdiools and women's ooUq^es, since 
the vagaboids wiU harass them as they will 
inside a women’s bank. It is an opinion 
calling for a guardian that a woman does 
not ci^y feel much in -need of. 

The advocate of the women's bank is, 
no doubt, a person of refined thinking 
whose intentions no one can afford to sus- 
pect We will only be unjust to women and 
to the originator this idea if we tried to 
interpret it otherwise. It is definitely a ser- 
vice to women to find an institution to 
se^ her by protecting her resources 
without any se&h motives. •

Syria miiiister blames U.S., 
Israel for internal unrest 


DAMASCUS. March 21 (^endes) — A 
top Syrian official has blamed recent unrest in 
northern Syria on American and Israeli 
agents taking advantage of merchants dis- 
satisfied with price controb imposed hy the 
Sodalisi government. 

Information Minister Ahmad Iskandar 
Ahmad, answering written r)ue$tion$ at hb 
office here rhursday also praised his coun- 
try's deepening strategic relationship with the 
Soviet Union. 

The minister calmly commented on the 
strikes and demonstrations that shut down 
the northern dties of Aleppo and Hama for 
about a week earlier this month. 

. Anit-government demonstrators 
firebombed the offices of the government air- 
line and the Soviet airline, Aeroflot, in 
Aleppo, along with some liquor stores and 
government-run supermarkets, sources said. 

Iskandar rejected reports from Western 
diploimitic sources here that the distuibances 
reflect growing popular discontent with the 
government of President Hafez Assad, who 
has been in power since 197U. 

“The United States of America and Israel 
are the head of the snake in the plan," said 
Iskandar. echoing Assad's repeated verbal 
attacks on the two countries. " Phis is clear 
and evident whether through political 
analysis or through information we have 
obtained through our investigations of the 
killers." 

Hte minister, who has been a member of 
the regional command of the ruling Arab 


Sodalist Baath Party for six weeks, .said 
America was fomenting the trouble because 
of Syria's refusal to join the American- 
sponsored Camp David peace process. 

He said the Muslim Brotherhood and other 
reactionary and feudalist elements were help- 
ing the U.S. and Israel to stir up unrest. 

“Those who launched these disturbances 
have taken the pretext of some negative 
aspects of the internal simation in order to 
serve their own political aims," he said- 
“They have tried to take advantage of Ae 
resentment of some merchanLs to the law, 
passed the Syrian parliament, impoang 
severe punishment on anyone who raises 
prices without reason above offidal rates." 

The minister confirmed news reports that 
Assad has approved use of the Syria-Israel 
border for Palestinian commando raids 
against the Jewish state. 

Meanwhile, an offidaf source said Friday 
that the government is relaxing restrictions 
on the activities of the Syrian Communist 
Party and three other leftist groups. 

Along with President Assad's ruling Arab 
Baath S^alist Pany, the four ore grouped in 
the National Progressive Front formed in 
1973 to broaden the base of the government. 

The source said that members of the four 
parties would now be allowed to work in 
some government departments. 

Apart from the Communist Party, restric- 
tions were being lifted on the Union Sodalist 
Party, the Arab Sodalist Party and the 
Union of Arab Sodalists, the source added. 


U.N.offidal confers with Khaddam 


DA.vIASCUS. March 21 (R) - U.N. 
undersecretary for spedal political affairs 
Brian Urquhurt had talks here Fhursday with 
Syria's Ueputy Premier and Foreign Minister 
Abdul-Hahim Khaddam on Middle East 
developmenLs, offidal sources said. 

After the talks Urquhart, who arrived here 
Wednesday visited the U.N. Disengagement 


Observer Force (UNDOF) in the Golan 
Heights. He was accompanied by Maj.-Gen. 
Adnan Tayyara, head of the Syrian side on 
the joint observer committee. 

Urquhart had visited Lebanon and had 
meetings with Lebanese and Palestinian offi- 
dals. 


Student dashes dose Khartoum U 


RHARFOUM. March 21 (AP) — Khar- 
toum Liniversity has been dosed inderinitely 
following student clashes in which one person 
was killed and 4U wounded, the offidal Sudan 
news agency' reported Thursday. 

Exams, set for early April, have been put 
off. Student hostels attached to the univerf- 
sity also have been emptied and the students 
ordered home, the agency said. 


The dashes involved right-wing Muslim 
Brothers and left-wing and Communist fac- 
tions over student elections. 

rhe Muslim Brothers won all 4U seats in 
the student union last year. 

This year, howex'er, they won only 12, with 
the le^ts capturing the other 28. The 
dashes began several days ago when the Mus- 
lim Brothers were denied any seats on the 
union executive committee. 


Army officer murdered iu Turkey 


ANKARA. March 21 (AP) — Uniden- 
tified gunmen killed a Turkish army lieuten- 
ant in the south eastern dty of Diyarbakir, 
officials reported Thursday. 

They said Lt. Omer Koc, atiadied to the 
martial law headquaners in Diyarbakir, was 


cut down when he emerged from a locai 
movie theater Wednesday evening. 

Leftist terrorists have stepped up their 
activities in recent months and scores of 
police and martial law troopers have been 
slain.

CAIRO, Mardi 21 (R) — Egyptian Pre- 
mier Mustapha Khalil' has said negotiations 
on Palestinian autonomy for the West Bank 
and Gazh Strip could not be completed on 
May 26 as sdieduled unless Isi^I detined its 
security requirements. 

Khali], speaking at a news conference 
Thursday, said Israeli negotiators had 
brought up the security question at every dis- 
cussion during the 10-month-old talks, but 
failed to darify their stand. 

“We are urging the Israeli government to 
agree to form a committee that would clarify 
and the issue of securify. If the Israelis - 

will be reluctant to aocq>t this I don't think 
that we can proceed and meet the May 26 
date," KhalQ smd. 

26 is the'date set up by the Camp 
David Middle East accords, signed by Egypt, 
Israel and the U.S. in Washington in 1978, to 
complete autonomy negotiations for 1.5 t^- 
lion Palestinians on the West Bank and in 
Gaza. 

liChalil said Egypt insisted that Israel should 
table its concept of security and that Egypt 
will propose the formation of a committee on 
the issue during a ministerial meeting on aut- 
onomy in Alexandria next week. 

Hehoped that talks which President Carter 
has call^ in Washington next month, with 
President Sadat and Israeli Premier 
Menabem B^n would help surmount obsta- 
des to the autonomy talks. 

Khalil said Egypt and Israel still differed 
widely on such other fundamental issues such 
as bow elections for an autonomous Palesti- 
nian coundl on the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip should be conducted and vbat powers it 
should have. 

Eg>pt wants the Palestinian coundi to hold 
the same executive, legislative and judidal 
powers exerdsed by the Israeli military gov- 
ernor of the two regions. 

Israel insists the coundi should only be 
granted limited responsibilities' to run daily 
aiTairs. 


PFLP spurns 
Europe moves 
toward PLO 

BEIRUT, Mardi 21 (R) — A Palestinian 
commando group has rejected West European 
moves toward the Palestine Liberation 
Organizadon (PLO) saying they were linked 
to U.S. plans for a huddle East settlement. 

The Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine (PFLP) said in an editorial in its 
weekly niagarine Al -Hadt^ that the Euro- 
peans, particularly France and West Ger- 
many, were cooperating closely with 
Washington. 

The D.S.-sponsored Camp David peace 
accords between Israel and Egypt have been 
rejected by almost all Arab states and the 
PLO. 

But a French call, backed by several Euro- 
pean states, for Palestinian self- 
determination and a PLO role in a Middle 
East peace conference has been welcomed by 
the Palestinian or^nization. 

The editorial said the Europeans were try- 
ing to impose stability in the Middle East “on 
the basis of ... insuring the interests of imperi- 
alism in the Arab homeland and liquidating 
the Palestinian question through a par tial 
solution for the (West) Bank and the Gaza 
Strip." 

U.S. aide 
holds talks 
in Pakistan 

KARACHI, Mardi 21 (AP) — President 
Zia uI-Haq has said that the commander of 
the U.S. Sevenfo Fleet and other high rank- 
ing naval officers were in Pakistan for consul- 
tations with the government. 

In an interview with the daily Atewai Wagt 
of Labor Wednesday, Zia said that the U.S. 
officials have not yet called on him, but the 
talks were arranged. He did not elaborate. 

•Zia stated that process of bringing about 
important dianges in the countrys military 
structure would be completed by the end of 
the month and new corps commanders will 
take up their charge soon. 

He ^so said that he had extended his term 
of office, for the chief of army staff. 

In another development. British Ambas- 
sador to Pakistan O.G. Forster said Wednes- 
day night his country had written off a 1.5 
billion rupee ($ 150 million) loan made to 
Pakistan last year. 

“Now Pakistan has nothing to pay back to 
Britain," he said. 

He said he hoped other aid-giving coun- 
tries would also reschedule or write off Pakis- 
tan's debts to reduce its economic strains. 

Forster said that Britain is providing 434 
million rupees ($ 43.5 million) in fresh 
economic assistance. 


Numeiri says 

Sudan mediatii^ Ethiopia-Eritrea dispute 


DOHA, Mardi 21 (R) — Sudanese 
President Jaafar Numeiri says his country 
is trying to solve the 18-year-oId conflict 
between the Ethiopian government and 
guerrillas in Ethiopia’s eastern Eritrea 
, province. 

Numeiri, who arrived in Qatar Wed- 
nesday on the third leg of a Gulf tour, said 
OQ local television: “The recent rap- 
produnent between EthiopiaQ and Sudan 
is aimed at solving the Ethiopian-Eritrean 
dispute and other problems in our reg- 
ion.” 

“We are trying to help the two rides to 
teach an agreement acceptable to both.” 
be added. 

Ethiopia and Sudan agreed last week to 
end tiieir differences. A^is Abbaba radio 
said Wednesday talks had begun in 
Asmara, capital of the Red Sea province 
of Eritrea, to eliminate problems in their 
relations. 

Ethiopia has in the past accused neigh- 


boring Sudan of supporting the Eritrean 
guenWas. 

Numeiri said Sudan could help end dis- 
putes such as that in Eritrea “since we 
ended a war in the south of Sudan whidi 
lasted 17 years, reaching a satisfactory 
solution with autonomy for the south 
within a united Sudan.” 

Numeiri also announced his suport fora 
“national diarteti' govenung inter-Arab 
relations proposed by Iraq. He said he 
agreed the diarter should be studied at a 
summit of Arab leaders. .

It is also 
called 'atwa fort ad dam, or the trace made 
when the blood of the family of the deceased 
boils with anger and desire for revenge. 

If an 'atwa is not made, the family of the 
deceased traditionally has the right to Idll the 
responsible party, or any other one person 
from his tnbebe he a minister or a mendicant. 
Sometimes, the fa^y of the reqionsiUe 
paiQr may refuse to in^e an ‘atwa out of an 
unwillin^iess to adnut guilt or to pay repara- 
tioos. Or the family ai the deceased may 
refuse a trace out of pride. In such cases, high 
goveniment officials will intervene and press 
for a trace in order to upheld dvfl order and 
to prevent an ootbreak (rf intertribal warfare. 

After the three-and-a-third days are over, 
the 'atwa is generally renewed for a period of 
up to sevm^ months. Until the 'atwa is 
extended, the responrible person, regardless 
of his guilt, is usually held in jail for his own 
protection. 

During this second period, the jaha n^oti- 
ates arrangements for a final truce oi peace, 
or ‘atwa sulh. The family of the deceased may 
attadb conditions to ^e extention of the 
'atwa. It may insist that the jaha ensure that 
the re^Mnsible party will not be released 
from prison on bail. Th^ may ask that his 
family leave town, or demand that the family 
provides them with food — rice, meat or 
sugar sufficient for 1 00 or even 1 ,000 peraons 
— during the ‘atwa period. 


Once the j^a has completed die final 
n^odations it goes to the house of the 
deceased with die person reqioarible for the 
acddoiL Should it' be a woman, her dosest 
male relative goes in her stead as women ^ 
exduded from the entire 'atwa process. 

The guilty person enters the house on his 
knees with an 'iqal, the Arab headband,;, 
around his neck. Approaching the dosest 
relation of the' deceased, he says, “I am your 
camel, load me.” 

The relation responds, "I load you witii

certain ainiQiint. The guilty party is relieved of 
certain other amounts for foe sake of othm 
including certain dieikhs, foe oown prince 
and, fin^y, tixe king. In this litnatistic way, 
foe family gives iq> an its rights to revenge and 
further reparations. The two ftunilies, finally 
at peace, s^ a contract that an 'atwa sulh has 
been made between them. 

The final reparations amount is tradition- 
aUy JD 333 ^1,000) but sometimes it is 
higher if the decrased left many dqiendents 
or was an important family member,sudi as a 
doctor.

By law in Jordan, drivers must cany insur- 
ance at least against injury or deafo to a third 
party. The tnaTimnm amount of coverage — 
whiifo includes multiple deafos that might 
occur in a single accident — is JD 5,000 ^ . 
15,000). Because 'atwajrqiarations are low, 
insurance companies rarely need to pay out 
foe full amount. If one w^es to recover a 
higher amount he can initiate nbat wiD be a 
predooged and complicated dvil suit. An 
agient ftn foe oldest and largest insurance 
coDopany here says that about 15 per cent of 
their dirats dioose to fake fob course. The 
jcompanies, he said, heavfly favor tribal set- 
tlements b^use they are quick and cheap. 

In case of injury, an 'atwa is also often 
taken but on a smaller scale. The insurance 
company then pays eifoer foe tribal settle- 
ment or foe hoqiittd biDs (up to JD 5,000) of 
foe injured person. 

The law treats payments made through 
'atwa as an outrof-court settlement. How^ 
ever, if a tribal peace and reparations have 
already been made uhen foe case comes to 
court, judges are more lenient in impoang 
fines and sentences on foe guilqr party. 

The fnarimum sentence here for a death 
caused oninteDtionally in a traffic acddent is 
six months, provided nofiagrant traffic viola- 
tions have occurred. The sentence is usally 
reduced to three, months imprisonment, foe 
maximum sentence foat can te substi tnted by 


paying a fine in Joidah. Because of this spe- 
dal le^ treatment a tribal peace confers on 
foe guilty party, lawyers urge their clients to 
take 'atwa. 

At least one Minbtiy of Interior ofSdal 
who deals daily with trit^ disputes, considers 
any a^erenoe to tribal law a potential source 
of dvil disorder, a headache he wishes would 
ju^ go away. Heis hopeful foat as foe “ik^u- 
latioD becomes more sc^histicated, foe cus- 
tom of 'atwa will become less prevalenL*'

DECISIVE EVENTS 


The end of this month is due to witness two events whidi can 
have a far reaching effect on the present quest for a just and 
comprehensive settlement for the Middle East crias. In both 
of them the effect can go eidier way. Ead cf them can either 
propel the effort for peace forward or return it back to its point 
of departure. 

The first of these is the European summit due to be held in 
Brussels on March 31. The summit will show if the European 
powers are now ready to come up with a finn plan for a peace 
initiative whidi will adequately take into account the legiti- 
mate aspirations of the Arab ade, spedfically the Palestinians. 

The signs here are quite encoun^ing. President Valery 
Giscard cTEstaing's dedarations on the rights of the Palesti- 
nians are still ffesh in Arab minds. And these have been 
badeed most recently by a statement from British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatder in whidi she asked an infonnal 
gathering of Arab ambassadors to **wait some positive 
developments." 

But there are ne^tive signs as well. Some of the European 
states might still cave in under the determined pressure 
mounted at present by Israel, the United States and the vari- 
ous Zionist lobbies inside Europe to abort sudi a possibility. 
Israeli Prime Minister Begin has said chat the Uoit^ States is 
already attempting to persuade the Europeans to indude no 
mention of “the Palestinian right to self-determination" in 
any dedaration on the issue they might make. If this proves to 
be true, Arab-American relations will be very seriously 
affected. 

The second important, also at the end of this month, is 
linked to this last consideration. It is the time when the U.N. 
Security Coundl is due to meet to debate the problem of 
Palestine. This is expected to center on either an amendment 
or a displacement of U.N. Resolution 242, in which the rights 
of the Palestinians as a people are unambiguously upheld.The 
debate is to prove dedsive on where the United States wQl 
stand on the issue. 


The human tragedy of chemical defoliants

NEW YORK — 

For many of the Americans who fou^t is it, the 
Vietnam war may not be over. More than 10 years 
after the event, tiie use of diemical defdiaots upon 
maiio ns aocs of Vietnamese oountiyade is 
alby H to bC brin ging death RnH destniodoo tO 
dKKisands of young Americans who thooght they 
were survivors. 

Some have recently died of cancer. Others have 
crippling malignangit-s- Many more have a variety 
of smbbm medical conefitiona of a type assodlamd 
witti exposure to Hinarin — a highly unde 
vAidi was pre^t in “Agent Orange", the 
defoliant most widdy used the Uii. mflitary. 
Even more alarming, some American ex- 
servicemen have fathered difldrea who, in mj-rfirai 
terms, are monsters. 

5intw- of th^<ey infan ts tesemUc “thalidomidc 
baiUeir, in whom eyes or ears have never fanned, 
and timbsare grosdy shortened orentirdy missing. 
Others have been bCMti with intemal organs outside 
the body, or with organs lacking or duplicating. 

About 500 veterans of the Vietnam war have 
filed suit againgt fhe American chemied cor^ranies 
whidi sspp^ Agent Orange to the U.S. ndrtary: 
Dow Obemical Ganpany, the Monsanto Conqiany, 
Hercules Inc., Diamond Sbamroefc Gmporatimi, 
and Nortii AiMrican Phflqqis Corporation. 

Hiey are demanding that these comparues set up 
a multitrillion dollar trust to cover tiie cost of medi- 
cal treatment and disabiliQr pensions, not only for 
themselves and their dqiendrats, but also for all 
other ex-servicemen and their diOdrea who may 
suffer further health damage from past exposure to 
Agent Oran^. 

The law snh is being left open so that others may 
join as the case proceeds. Victor Yannaoone, the 
Long Island ationiey who heads a consortium of 12 
law fiinais representing die plainti^ beliefs there 
are several hundreds more Agent Orange cases 
whidi could be Qed now, and that 2A miliioa Viet- 
nam veterans are at risk. 

A New York federal judge has already cut 
dirougfa a lot d red tape by ruling that all the cases 
may be consolidated in his oourc, and the tdal is 
expected to b^in within a year. 


It is the veterans’ c tendon that the cfaemica] 
oonq^es knew of the hazards of Agent Orange 
but, in their eagerness for the Viemam contracts, 
did not warn the U.S. military authorities and did 
not take tiirw to develop a faecbidde whidi was 
relatively safe. The military borrowed the idea from 
the British, -who used a dieoucal known as 2,4,5-T 
to dear su|q>ly routes in Malaysia. 

Agent Orange — orai^ because of the color 
coding on die ^msinwludi it was packed — wasa 
50-50 mixture of 2,4,5-T and 2^D both of whidi 


have been in civilian use for years as weedkOlen. 

Absolute polity in such Aemicab, eqiedally 
when manufacture on a huge scale, b dn^ie. It is 
virtually impos^le to produce 2,4,^T without also 
creating very small quantities of a dioxin known as 
*ICDD. This is the most twric of all man-made 
chemicals — the same kind of diasdn whidi was 
spewed a Leaking reactor over the Italian town of 
^eso in July, 1976. 

“ During the war, when Dow and Monsanto were 
turning ont large quantities cf Agent Orange, no 
one made mu^ effort to keep out the dioxin,** 
according to Yanoacone. ‘^Tbe air fotce was 
demanding quantity, not quali^ oontnri." 

This suit does not indude the nulitaty amtfaocities. 
ItcannoL Thirty years ago the UJS. Supreme Cburt 
ruled that men wto had served in the forces may not 
sue the U.S. goverameat for injuries sustained by 
the ne^igence of military authorities Mien they 
were on active service. 

The deny fiabili^. la a 

counter-suit, Dow Chemical'filie leadiog sapplier 
of Agent Orange to the inilitacy) has acensed die 
U.S. government of nri.su.sing the defoliant in Viet- 
nam. Dow contends that federal authorities should 
have known the risks involved, and alleges diat it 
was prevented from putting warning lat^ on die 
drums wbieb went to Vietnam. 

Wherever the blame lies, die'decisiaa to defoliate 
vast tracts of Vietnam is having zepexcussioas 
beyond airyone^s imagirring at the time. Many of the 
men whose health has been damaged or whose chil- 
dren are defective have only jost bqpn to make the 
link between their exposure to Agent Oran^ and 
what started happenisg in tfamr bodies several years 
later. 

About 100, Irving in the New York area, met for 
the first time recendy at a tally in a Long bland 
church haD. Many brmigbt their wives and cfaQdten 
— youngsters who induded a toddler who was bora 
without a guUei, a baby girl widi bands growing 
directly from her shoulders, and a suxpiisin^y 
happy rrme-year-old named Kerry Ryan Mw hm 
spent most cf her life hacviitg corrective surgery.

DETROIT — Americans who think t^the 
$ 2,000 automobile as only yesterd^ sire not 
going to tike the 1980s. By the end of the 
'80s, a$ 2,000 antdmobile will seem as anti- 
quated as the nickel soft drink, and a new 
Oievette will probably cost about $ 15,000. 

Of emuse, tt will be smaller ^an jqgQ 

Chevette, smallest car now wmkV in 
America. SmaOer, lighter and probably 
slower, too. Here in- Detroit the experts 
reektm that half or more of the new cars sold 
in Amenea in 1990 w31 be tiny (if expensive) 
models. And o£ course, they may be Datsuns, 
not Oievettes. 

The biggest and most American industiy in 
diis countiy is about to be transformed, 
perbqs revdutionized, and it is not in good 
shape as this transformation begins. 

The automobile, v^iidi defined modem 
American life, is about to be redefined itself, 
and'the conntry will be dianged ia tfig pix> 
cess. The American companies that 
engneered the ori^al automobilization of 
the nation are hoping and planning to be 
shnost as important to the new era for whidi 
they are now planning, but this is still prob- 
teinittical. 

Even Genera] Motors, a bdiemoth amfwig 
SMporations, is losing money selling cars in 
die United States. (It is making a profit on 
. other actiyities,) Ford Motor Co. lost about a 
'hillicxi dollars on its 1979 car operations in 
■ North America, and expects to lose anodier 
; biSiira in 1980. 

. .. puysLerCorp.teetersoatbebrinkofban- 
; toiqitcy, propp^ up now by the promise of 
-fisdenU loan guarantees, but trapped in a

American Motors, newly associated mth' 
Renault of France, is both healthy and profit- 
able. 

The steadily rising sales cnfve for 
formgnrmade cars in me United States is 


perhaps the most vivid symbol of the difficul- 
ties America's carmakers now face. One- 
fourth of the cars sold in America today aie 
triads overseas. In Califomia, the figure is 
one in two. Every time these numbers have 
jumped another notch, Detroit has dedared 
that the trend to foreign cars has about, 
ended. Every time the numbers have jumped 
again. 

De^te the problems of unprofitability 
and foreign competition, though, people who 
work in the auto industry here exude optim- 
ism about the ’80s. Fred G. Secrest, for 
example, a vice president of Ford, put it like 
this; “I do not see on the horizon a replace- 
ment for the product. Over the next 10 or 20 


because 60 per cent of American car buyers 
stick to the same make of American car. 

Discussions with a variety of industry 
executives and outside anal^fi indicate there 
are two equally plausible, if mutually con- 
tradictory, ways to look at the future of the 
American can business — a good news view, 
and a bad news view. 

Accortting to the good news view, the 
wOTSt has passed, or neaxly. “ntis industry 
has been through hell,” in the words of 
Thomas H. Hanna, executive vice presid^ 
of the Motor Vebide Manufacturers Associa- 
don. But last year, he and others noted, tiie 
American cars sold in this country actually 
got better gas mileage (on average, 19.6) 


costs and a deliberate policy of pricing J^n- 
ese cars sold here at low levels. According to 
a common analysis, the Japanese make their 
real pro^ at home, and use the Americas 
marto to keep their large pexmanent work- 
forces emplc^ed and adieve economies of 
mass production. 

American auto executives and ofiidais of 
the United Auto Workers believe it is inerit- 
able that the big Japanese carmakers, will 
begin production in the United States . Honda 
alrady has announced plans to do so 
recently, Douglas Fra^, President of the 
UAW, visited Toyota 'offidals in Japan to 
press Ae case for American plants compar- 
able to the one Volkswagen has opened out- 


side Pittsburgh. 

Japan eventually will see that it faces 
import restrictions in the United States if it 
fails to build cars here — or so the people of 
Detroit believe. And when the Japanese are 
producing with American labor, they won't 
be able to maintain any compeiitioQ advan- 
tage in their pricing. 

— Later in the '80s, something called the 
“world car” should come into being, to the 
advantage of GM and Ford. Arvid Jouppi, a 
finandal analyst here vdio spedalizes in the 
car industry, predicts flatly that during the 
'80s there will be a standardized -vehicle 
whose major components are made in a vari- 
ety of countries. The world car “will be like a 
kernel of com that will grow in every kind of 
soil,” Jouppi predicts. 

Tbe optimistic analysis rarely indudes 
Chrysler Corp.. unless one is editing to a 
Qir^er executive. Many - in Detroit fear 
Ouster is doomed, though it is unpatriotic 
for any Detroiter to say so out loud. Others 
think it will survive only by lowering its hori- 
zons end adopting a marketing strate^ doeer 
to AMC's tiian Ford's or GM's, whidi 
means producing less than a full range of 
vehides and looking for market segments 
where it can compete with the giants. 

The optimists may well be right. The 
resources of the big companies here are for- 
midable. As executives of American com- 
panies here repeatedly point out, all four 
have extensive experience making the small 
cars that all foresee as increasingly important 
— though for some of the companies, this 
experience has been more in foreign sub- 
sidiaries than in America. 

But there are competing views on aU of 
these subjects: a bad news view of Detroit’s 
future. 

I^rhaps the most articulate skeptic is Prof. 
William Abernathy of the.Harvard Business 
School, one of the country's few academic 
meperts on the car industry, who has pub- 
lished a book on the history of innovation at 
Ford. 

In Abernathy's view, the *8Us will be dif- 
ficult for Ford and differ, and he believes 
that the whole industry is poorly prepared for 
an era in which auto technology could change 
very rapidly. 

instinct of the auto industry, Aber- 
nathy said is to seek economies of s^e” — 
the mass production techniques that allow 
the companies to save production costs. 

Uie h^torie effect of eoooonues of scale 
has been to discourage innovation, Aber- 
nathy believes, because new technologies 
require new pn^uction teduiquBS, and tiius 
disrupt economies of scale. Al^d Sloan, the 
founder of General Motors, understood this 
perfectly. So be made it pan of the orginal 
GM philosophy not to seek innovations, but 
rather to petfect existii^ technologies. 

Abernathy, and others, predict that the 
industry is on the eve of radical changes that 
could leave behind companies so wedded to 
their economies of scale that they catmot 
adapt. He predicts that; in the future there 
woo'tbeasuigIe“best'' auto technology, but 
many “best technologies.” 

“It will be impossible for the small number 
of existing firms to stay on top of a large 
number M technologies,” he said. “We're 
going to have to have more firms to cover 
more options. Economies of scale can no 
longer work as a stieategy.'' 

Ctf the existing companies in the world, 
Abernathy thinks only GM and Volkswagen, 
whid) is DOW a mini-GM after its acquisition 
of Porsche and Audi, are well-placed to cope 
witii this kind of rapid change. 

Specifically, Abernathy questions the via- 
blli^oEibe”wotldcax'' notion. Hetbinks the 
American and European markets are too 
different for it to work. For example, the 
leading American manufacturer of disc 
breakes makes one type : a leading European 
manufacturer makes more than two dozen. 

Abernathy predicts that new firms could 
come into the industry — the way Honda of 
Japan has in recent years — explmting new 
technology to take business away from the 
old firms. This, he notes, is what Hervy Ford, 
Sloan and other piooeeis did to tra^tional 
makers of transportation equipment in the 
early 20tb century. 

Another skeptic about the auto industry is 
David E. Davis Jr., editor of Chr Driver, an i 
influential if irreverent magazine with a 
monthly circulation of 725,000. Car and 
Driver has been arguing for years that j 
American companies have failed to satisfy i 
the desires of growing numbers of American 
car buyers for machines that are fun to drive, 
not just reliable and confortable. 

“The people who run the auto companies 
DOW graduated from high school in maybe the 
late 1940s.” Davis s^ in an interview. 

“ rbeir dream was a Buick convertible — that 


was the ultimate car.” The fact that several 
new generations with differem dreams have 
grown up since then has not sunk in, Davis 
contended. 

“It's very hard for these guys to adjust,” he 
said. “They say to themselves. 'People 1 
know, who were in the Young Republicans 
with me, are actually buying Toyotas!' They 
can't believe it. They know the Japanese have 
got it wrong — that their cars are too small, 
make too much nmse, ride too hard.” 

So GM 's most radical new small cars, the 
X-Cars, ride like Buicks. Car and Driver has 
given the X-Cars rave reviews, but Davis 
notes that they' re still Detroit piquets of the 
old school. After driving one (ff theni,“you‘ll 
never fe^ like you just met Ae greatest girl in 
the world,” Davis said. 

Moreover, though X-Cars are selling well. 
GM's market researdi shows that most 
buyers of the new models picked them over 
another American car. In other words, these 
unusually econooncal and well-designed 
American cars still are not seriously diallirag- 
ing the foreign imports. 

Skeptics have other quetions about the 
optiousts arguments. For example, if GM is 
about to mount an offensive overseas, as it is. 
what wilF Aat do to Ford's foreign earnings, 
which now keep Ford afloat? 

And if price is the key to the success of 
Japanese cars, why are they still outselling 
American models now that their prices are 
often higheri^ The same can be asked of the 
relatively expensive but hot-selling 'Volk- 
swagen Rabbit, which is now made in 
America. 

In fact, the optimists and the skeptics are 
making predictions that neither can yet count 
on wifo confidence. The future is extraordi- 
narily dou«j^. 

The behavior of the market is also unpre- 
dictable. Executives at AMC note that barely 


a year ago they were seriously considerin 
junking tens of thousands of Votkswaeei 
engines they had bought and felt then the 
could not use. At the same moment, early t 
1979, Ford was happily selling out its entir 
year's production of its Mark V Lincoln Con 
tineni^, its biggest gas guzzler. Then th> 
spring gas lines appeared. 

The future also depends on unforseeabL 
technological developments — or a lack o 
them. Some in Detroit feel the car as we havi 
known it is on the verge of extinction; other 
say they can't yet foresee a substitute. 

So prophets must retreat to the shon term 
and that can be seen with some dari^. It wil 
be filled with smaller, more expensive cars 

At least the American industry will be abl< 
to make small cars. Arguably thegovemmen 
regulation the industry decries made thu 
possible: without it, GM, Ford and Ouyslei 
were unlikely to move as fast as they did tc 
shrink their automobiles. 

Now they must ^and their profits. Tradi- 
tionally the American companies made theii 
money on big cars, spare parts and acces- 
sories. “No one (in Detroit) has figured out 
how to make a high profit on a small car.” 
according to analyst Jouppi. Now that must 
change. 

'Die industry's solution is easy to imagine 
— it is already under way. Whfle the cost ol 
all cars has risen steadily, small car prices 
have gone up the fastest. 'The price of the new 
Oievy Gtation, one of the X-Cars, has gone 
up nearly 15 per cent since the model was 
introduced last April. A fully-equipped Gta- 
Don can cost nearly $ 7,000. 

And the Chevette’s stick^ price has risen 
almost 20 per cent since the fall of 1978, 
substantially more than the rate of inflation. 
With price rises like this and continued infla- 
tion. the $ 15,000 Chevette will be a reality 
before the end of the decade.

Spanish Catalans control elections 


BARCELONA, Spain, March 21 (AP) — 
Catalan Nationalists led by industrialist- 
banker Jordi Pujol swept to victory in Fri- 
days home-rule elections, but fell short of 
the mtyority needed 10 govern alone. 

\Mth final results in form three provinces 
and the count in the remaining province of 
Barcelona 42 per cent complete, Pujofs 
“Convergence and Unity Party" had won 17 
seats and was leading in contests for 29 
others. This would give him 46 seats in the 
13S-member Catalan parliament, 22 short of 


' a majority. 

Spain's socialists, given a slight lead in 
pre-eiecdon polls, were winning 32 seats, fol- 
lowed by the communists with 24 and Pre- 
mier Adolfo Suare^ Centrists with 19, the 
interior ministry reported. 

The Catalan Republican Left Party won 14 
seats. 

rhe elections were the second in Spain to 
name automous governments since the 
1935-39 Spanish Civil War. Catalans elected 
their last parliament in 1932. 


Basques voted 12 days ago to install with a 
dear majority a Nationalist local government 
led by Businessman Carlos Garaioo^ea. 

Both regions fought against Gen. Fmn- 
dsco Franco during the dvil war. 

Despite good weather, 37 percent of the 
4,3 milliCKi Catalans eligible to vote stayed 
away from the polls. 

Pujol had said before the tmting he would 
exdiide tiie communists from any govern- 
ment he formed. 


Violence raises Salvador deaths to 14 


Conditions called ripe for leftist takeover 


SAN SALVADOR. March 21 (R) — At 
least 13 people were killed in dashes between 
leftist militants and security forces in El Sal- 
vador Thursday, a military spokesman said. 

He said nine leftists were killed when some 
5U well-armed members of the self-styled 
‘'Popular Revolutionary Bloc” attacked an 
army patrol at Tecoluca in San Vicente, 75 
kms southeast of the capital. Several soldiers 
were wounded. 

In another dash at nearby Coyolito troops 
repulsed an attack by about 6U guerrillas of 
the “Popular Liberation forces.” killing one 


of them. 

Fighting broke out near the village of Peri- 
cal. in San Vicente, but no casualties on either 
side were reported. 

Since the ruling dvilian- military junta 
introduced agrarian and banking reforms 
early this month, violence has increased and 
at least 140 people have been killed in this 
Central American republic. 

Leftist and rightist extremists oppose the 
reforms, the former daiming they are not 
enough and the later fearing a challenge to 
their position in the country's economic life. 


Meanwhile on the highway just outside San 
Slavador the two laborers were found dead 
with bullet wounds in thdr h^ds. 

A military spokesman said that in the east- 
ern El Salvador town of Morazan the wife of a 
soldier was killed by guerrillas o4to broke 
into her home. 

In Mexico Oty last night leaders of the 
revolutionaxy coordinator of the masses, the 
umbrella organization for Salvadorean lef- 
tists, said conditions were ripe for a takeover 
and again outlined their government plat- 
form.

Cancer Society modifies checkup guidelines 


PARIS, March 21 (AP) — French 
philosopher Jcan-Paul Sartre, 74, was hos- 
pitalized Wednesday night with a pulmonary 
edema, a spokeswoman for his publishers, 
E£6oo 5 GaUimardt said Thursday. 


She said that as of mid-Thursday, she had 
been told his condition had not changed, but 
she had not been informed how serious it was. 

The French News Agency said Thursday 
afternoon he was in intensive care at the 


Broussais Ho^ital, It sai<j the ho^iial would 
not be issuing medical bulletins, at the 
request of Sartre's family. The writer Simone 
de Beauvoir has been the life-long compan- 
ion of Sartre. 


Aiigolan president receives Cuban medal 


HAVANA, March 21 (R) — Angolan 
President Jose Eduardo dos Santos Ich 

Thursday night after a four-day official 'visit 

during whidi Cuban President Fidel Castro 
said relations benveen the two pro-Soviet 
states were better than ever. 


Durine the visit the two presidents toured 


boarding schools where thousands of African 
children are being educated. 

Official sources said the talks covered rela- 
tions between the two countries, world affairs 
and the situation in the non-aligned move- 
ment, of which Cuba is currently chairman. 

President Castro decorated tiie Angolan 


leader with a medal for “intematioaiist sol- 
idarity in the struggle against imperialism and 
net^colonialism.” 

Thousands of Cuban troops and teduii- 
dans are based in Angola. 

It was the first visit to Cut» by Dos Santos 
since he succeeded Presidect Neco, died - 
last September. 


WASHINGTON. March 21 (AP) — The 
American Cancer Society, modifying its 
recommendations for cancer detection ^ec- 
kups, says annual chest X-rays, pap tests and 
breast examinations no longer appear neces- 
sary for most people. 

In anaoundng the dianges, the SocieQr 
said it has determloed the public can get the 
same benefits with greatly reduced costs and 
health risks by uang the revised recommen- 
dations. 

However, the Society cautioned that the 
guiddiines do not fit all individuals and uiged 
people to consult their doctors about how the 
‘new suggestions relate to them. 

Many docti>ts and patients have long used 
the private group's guidelines in scheduling 
checkups for the early detection of cancer. 
No other group, including the federal gov- 
enunent, issues such guidelines. __ 


Announcing the revised recommendations 
in New York and at a news briefing here, 
Sodety officials stressed that the guidelines 
apply only to people with do cancer symp- 
toms. Those with ^mptoms should see their 
doctors immediately, the officials said. 

“These changes are based on updated 
information on the effectiveness, costs and 
r&ks of tests used for early detection of 
cancer,” Dr. Lasalle D. Lefi^, the immedi- 
ate past president of the sodety, said at ±e 
briefing in Washington. 

“Ab^t three years ago, the society was 
asked to update its recommendauoas 
because they didn* t seem to be current based 
on the latest eUnical and ^idemiplogical da- 
ta," said LeffalJ, chairman of surgery at How- 
ard University Medical Scfaod. 

The scotie^ revised its recommendations 
for tests for cancer of the lung, cervix, colon. 


rectum and breast after a study by Dr. David 
Eddy of Stanford Univexsity, which reviewed 
data on cost and effectiveness. 

' As a result, the scKiety dropped its recom- 
mendations that pec^Ie with a higher-ihati- 
normal risk of lung cancer get annual dies 
X-rays. These are people over age 40 who are 
heavy dgarette smokers or who work witfa 
known iitiialed cardnogens, such as asbestos. 
X-rays and sputum cytology tests, whidi 
Icxik at mucus from the lungs, do detect lung 
cancer eariy. But studies indicate this early 
notice does not reduce mortality because pre- 
sent treatment isn' t veiy effective, the sodeQr 
said. 

In other revisions, the sode^ recommends: 
— That women 20 to 65, and those 
under 20 who are sexually active, have a pap 
smear test eveiy three yeais if they have two 
negative tests a year apart. 


China today: preserving the old while moving ahead 


PEKING, March 21 (Agendes) — 
China's Communist Party Central Com- 
mittee has posthumously rehabilitated 
another of Chairman Mao Tse Tung's old 
adversaries, Li Lisan, who was reported to 
have h^ed himself during the cultural 
revolution. 

The New China News Agency said his 
reputation was restored at a memorial 
meeting attended by senior Vice-Premier 
Deng Xiaoping. 

Li Lisan, while senior to Mao in the 
Communist hierarchy in 1930, ordered a 
number of abortive mass uprisings in 
Chinese dties against the narionaiists 
which proved disastrous for the Commun- 
ists. 

This policy, which ran counter to Mao's 
theory of peasant revolution, was later 
denounced as “the erroneous Li Lisan 
Line.” 

But the official news agency, reporting 
his rehabilitation, said, “it was not long 
before he became aware of his mistake 
and corrected it.” 

Vice-Premier Wang Zben, who also 
attended the memorial meeting, was 
quoted as saying, “Comrade Li Lisan was 
a fine member of our party, a proletarian 
revolutionary and one of the outstanding 
leaders of the workers' movement in 
China." 

. CHINESE Dr\’ORCE 

China ha.s allowed the Western world a 
glimpse into its legal system, permitting 
reporters into a Chinese court that 


granted a divorce to a 30- year-old woman 
who said her husband beat her. 

The divorce was given to bank cashier 
Zhou Huixie after a Feb. 8 hearing in 
whidt she wept and pleaded witii the 
judge to end almost four years of mar- 
riage. 

The trial was believed the first opened 
to the Western press and was widely pub- 
licized as an example of marital law pro- 
ceedings in Oiina. 

At the end of the 2Vi hour proceeding, 
the court adjourned without a finding and 
urged a recondlation. 

The dedsion was announced Friday by 
ths informadon department of the Minis- 
try of Foreign Affairs, which deals witii 
journalists. 

“The husband agreed to the wife’s 
divorce appeal,” a ministry spokesman 
said. "The court was not able to reoondle 
the marriage and gianted the divorce.*' 

The Pelting People's Intermediate 
Court conducted the hearing on the wife's 
appeal whidi already had been turned 
down by a lower court. 

She said her husband, truck driver Han 
Fall, 35. beat her, sometimes during 
agruments over his support of her mother, 
and she suffered two miscarriages as a 
resulL She also accused him of gambling. 

The husband at first denied, then ack- 
no'vlTtlgcd, ba''nP9'' b"* they 
«vere minor, file judge accused him of 
chauvinistic thinking. 

In China divorce still is regarded as 


shameftil. National statistics are not avail- 
able but Peking's Chongwen district 
reported 9,263 weddings and 174 
divorces far 1979. 

A court officer said the main causes ^ 
divorce are loss of affectioa, maltreat- 
ment, adultexy, constant quarrels and 
sometimes poUtical and finandal prob- 
lems. 

Tradioonal Ounese medicines — a sec- 
ret combination, of ingredients handed

Libya cuts oil sales 15% 


ROME. Mardi 21 (R) — Ubya is cut- 
ting oil production, running at about two 
million barrels per day last year, with fore- 
ign sales being reduced from April 1 by 
about 15 per cent. 

Benedetto Cao, a senior official of the 
Italian state oil company AGIP, whidi 
runs a joint venture with its Libyan 
equivalent, said Friday that Lil^a had 
FMuced production and had advised all 
purcbasets of the consequent cuts in sales 
which would average between 15 and 16 
per cent. 

Major buyers of Libyan crude include 
Exxon, Occidental, and Shell as well as 
AGIP. 

“We do not know what the reason for 
the cut is," Cao added, “but it was appar- 


ently a political decision and might rep- 
resent a desire to conserve Libyan sup- 
plies." 

The oil industry had expected Ubya to 
cut production this year, in line with some 
other OPEC members sudi as Kuwait 
plans a 25 pn cent reduction from 
April 1 to 1.5 million barrels per day. 

Producers are trimming output because 
of a modest glut of oil. Demand has fallen 
following a mild northern winter and a 
slowing of economic growth in industrial 
countries. 


Industry sources said total OPEC out- 
put in Januaiy averaged 29.5 million bar- 
rels per day. conq>ar^ with 3U.7 million 
in December. 


EEC downplays Thatcher 
fund withholding threat 


BRUSSELS March 21 (R) — Common 
Market offidals sought to dampen the con- 
troversy set off vdien British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatdidr threatened to withhold 
fun£ to back her goveromenf s demands for 
a cut in its EEC bud^t contributions. 

Some EEC ^plomats in Brussels regarded 
both Mis. Ttiaidiei's threat, made during 
intense questioning in Parliament, and a call 
by Fren^ Gaullist leader Jacques Chirac for 
Britain's explusion from the oommuoity, as politi- 
cal posturing prior to the Mardi 31 Cmmon 
Market summit 

In London, informed British sources said 
Mrs. Thatcher wanted to show her determi- 
nation to reduce Britain’s contribution to the 
1980 EEC budget, estimated at about $1.1 
billion. The sources termed her remarks in 
Parliament as “pre-conference atmospher- 


Mrs. Thatcher said, “If we do not get an 
equitable solution, we shall have to consider 
withholding pan of the contribution. 1 hope it 
will not come to that." 

British newspapers widely interpreted this 


to mean London would hold back its value 
added tax (VAT) payments to the EEC esti- 
mated at 800 million sterling ($1.75 billion) 
or about 80 per cent of its budget contribu- 
tions this year. 

In Paris, Prime Minister Raymond Barre 
said at a cabinet meeting that France was 
r^dy to dicscuss Britain's call for a budget 
cut as long as the n^otiadons touch on the 
Common Market’s other points of friction. 

He particularly cited die Franee-British 
“lamb wax'* as one ofthe community disputes 
.which must be discussed. Others he men- 
tioned were energy and fisheries. 

CSiirac, who is likely to challenge President 
Valery Giscard d*Estaing in nextyeafs pres- 
idential election, took a much tougher line 
than the diief of state when he advocated 
British oqilusion from the community.

Iran trade regulations mean 
great commercial changes

Federal Reserve pledges 
tight money maintenance 


TEHRAN, March 21 (R) — New trade 
regulations announced by the Trai^ gov- 
ernment could bring great change in the 
country' s commerdal system and have 
important political implications, d^lomats 
and economic experts said. 

The measures disclosed Wednesday by 
Commerce Minister Reza Sadr give the gov- 
ernment control of all imports and allow it to 
fix their selling prices, 

Diplomats said the measures reflected 
President Abolhassan Bani-Sadi’s aim of 
aeating on econoimcally independent state, 
increasing domestic output and cutting 
dependence on imports. 

They would also help in the fight against 
profiteering and inflation. 

But the effect on merchants in the Tehran 
bazaar, center for much of Iran's trade, 
remains undear and the experts said it was 
hard to see much scope for private hiisinrsfi- 
men if the new rules were fiiUy and quickly 
implemented. 

Merchants will still be to seek exit foreign 
suppliers. But all goods will have to be 
imported through state buying and distribu- 
tion centers. 

The merchants will be' able to dear goods 
through customs with authorization from a 
state center. But they will have to hand over • 
between 30 per cent and 50 per cent of the 
merchandise to the centers whidi will sell 
them through government cooperatives. 

The system was announced on the eve of 
the Persian new year and the reaction of mer- 
chants will not be known until the 
reopens next Wednesday. 

The bazaarj which operates from a large 
section of mosque-owned land in south 
Tehran, is an influential and very conserva- 
tive body which has traditionally backed the 
Islamic dergy. 

It finances a vast majority of private sector 
industry and commerce. 

The ^xiiioimc experts said it has so far 
remained relatively untouched by revolutio- 
nary measures sud as the abolition of inter- 
est rates announced last year but may resent 
what itseesas“unis]amic'* government inter- 
ference in commerdal affairs. 

Bazaar merchants played a vital role in the 
creation on last year's revolution and their 
reaction to the latest measures will be vied." ' 

Some diplomats say the immediate effect 


of the system could be po halt new [nivate 
sector imports until the situation becomes 
dearer. They added, however, that in the 
.longer run it could simply become an extra 
layer of bureaucratic interference without 
.fundamentally chang in g the h^Uy resilient 
traditional ^stem. 

Other dq}Ioniats, taking a more p(»itive 
view, said Ae loss of import business in the 
bazaar would be coo^nsated for by 
inoeased domestic trade and more e^ptive 
measures against inffiatirtn, iiow running at 
more than 20 per cent, measured by 
vMtolesale prices. 


Venezuela hits 
oil import tax 


CARAC^ March 21 (R) ~ Venezuelan 
Energy Minister Humberto Calderon Berti 
has criticized President Emmy Caztei's ded- 
sion to impose taxes bn oil imi>orts as incon- 
venient and undesirable. 

Calderon Berti, who is president of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC), said the new tax, announced 
last weekend, was expected to bring in about 
. $ 10 billion a year. 

'“This makes one think the main aim of the 
•measure was to seek to balance the national 
budget, tdneh has been in defidt for the past 
12 years,” he said in a statement distributed 
by the state news agen^ VENPRES. 

. “It is inconvenient and undesirable that 
industrialized countries should regularly 
raise taxes on .. oil products as a basic source 
of tax revenue,” ^deron said. 

, .The miniter said he would have preferred a 
dii^ tax on petrol sales to the public, as 
opposed tooilimports, imposed by Coi^ress.

Olympics committees to decide 

Europe balks at U.S. boycott support

STRASBOURG, France. March 21 (P) — 
The United States' efforts to put together a 
boycott of the Moscow Olympics has 
received scant encouragement from Western 
European sports ministers meeting here. 

Of the 21 member-states of the coundl of 
Eucppe, the 30-year-old ^mbol of European 
unity, only Britain, Holland and Portugal 
voic^ support for a boycott. 

At the meeting of ministers and secretaries 
of state for sport Thursday, Sweden, Smtzer- 
land. Austria and Cyrus took a strictly neutral 
line, saying they would leave the dedsion to 
their national Olympics committees and not 
try to influence them one way or the other. 

The other 14 member states also say the 
dedsion is up to their Olympic committees, 
but have not dedded whether they will influ- 
ehce them for or against a boycott. 

Th'is breakdown was announced by West 
German Interior Minister Rudolf Bum, who 
is also in diarge of sports and chaired the 
meeting on this eastern French dty. 

Even two of the countries listed by the U.S. 
State Department as oCTidally pro-toyoott— 
Norway and Luxembourg — turned out to be 
undedJed. 

Holland's secretaiy of state for sports, 
C.G. Wallis De Vries, told his colleagues that 
if they attended the Olympics, they would be 
letting the Kremlin “use sport for a very bad 
policy.*' 

He could not see Western sportsmen going 
to a country “which has crossed the border of 
another country" with its army, he said. 

British minister for sports Hector Monro 
told reporters that European governments 
lack popular support for a boycott. He blamed 
-^tbeppliddans, who have failed to bring 
home to the people the seriousness of what 
happened in Afghanistan." 

French sports minister Jean- Pierre Soisson 
was most forceful in arguing against a 
boycott, saying it would be an intolerable 
mingling of sports and politics. He quoted to 
the meeting from earlier coundl of Europe 
resolutions against mixing the two. 

Monro said to reporters that “in a perfect 
world' sport and politics might be kept sepa- 
rate. “Bui unfortunately we don't live in a 


perfect worid." 

The French placed themselves in the camp 
^at has not yet dedded whether or not to 
influence its Olympic committees' decision, 
and some detect^ in this a slight softening of 
the Frendi position. 

French oMdals say they are disappointed 
that the Soviets have not warned at ail to 
France's conciliatory approach of keeping its 
diplomatic lines to Moscow clear while 
demanding it withdraw its troops from 
Afghanistan. 

The meeting, billed as“an informal gather- 
ing" of sports minbters and not a full-scale 
council of Europe conference, spent only a 
couple of hours discussing the boycott and 
then adjourned. 

West Germany, initially thought to be 
moving towards a boycott, also was non- 
committal Thursday. Sports minister Rudolf 
Baum, who diaired the meeting, told a repor- 
ter “The West German position is to not 
,dedde now." He said no decision would be 
taken “without c»nsideration of the position 
of our sporting organizations." 

To counter Soisson's argumeot about 
keeping politics out of sport, sources said, 
Britain's Monro quoted to the delegates from 
a council of Europe resolution on sports in 
April, 1978, recognizing “that international 
pr^hics have become involved in sport." 

Soisson promptly quoted a different dause 
of the same document affirming “the inde- 
pendence of the national and international 
sports bodies in all matters coaceming...the 
organization of the interaatioflal sporting 
events." 

Meanwhile, U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
met with 100 U.S. athletes at the White 
House Friday to discuss his call for a boycott 
of the Olympic games in Moscow plans for 
possible alternative competitive events. 

Edward Williams of New York, chairman 
of the U.S. Olympic Committee Athletes 
Advisory COundl, said 40 of his 47-member 
group ^1 attend along with representatives 
of the national governing bodiis of various 
dlyminc sports and seve^ gold medal win- 
ners.

“Tonight you will understand what we will 
do. We will give prizes to a couple of them." 
He did not describe the prizes. 

Asked whether this meant some of the hos- 
tages — who began their I39th day in captiv- 
ity Friday — mi^t be freed, the captor said: 

“No, none of them will be released. They 
will not be released until the criminal Shah is 
returned to Iran."

Dollar rebounds 


in profit-taking; 
gold prices fall 


LONDON, March 21 (AP) — Afterfalliog 
for two days due largely to profit- taking, the 
U.S. dollar advanced Friday against major 
world currencies. 

Gold prices fell despite offidai Soudi Afri- 
can confirmation that it has cut back bullion 
sales. South Africa supplies more than half 
the world's gold.

At midr-moming, London's big five bullion 
dealers “fbcecT the gold price at $535 an 
ounce, down from $552.50 late Thursday. In 
Zuridi, the price was $536 off from $SS1. 

Rumors of a South African cutback in sales 
had contributed to a shaip gold rally mid- 
week, but even confirmation of lower output 
by Swth African Finance Minister Owen 
Harwood failed to stem Friday’s decline.

In addition, the ayatollah, attacked pei^le 
he said were enemies to Islam.

As freedom for the hostages looked forther 
and farther away, U.N. Secretaiy-Geoeral 
Kurt Waldheim cautioned the United States 
against militar y action in Iran.

Embassy talks to resume 


BOGOTA, Mardi 21 (AP). - The C3ol- . 
ombian government has agreed to a request 
from hostages and gueirillas- in the Domini- 
can Republic embassy here to resume dtirect 
ne^tiations “mtiiout condition^' with the 
M-19 guenillas. 

Ihe decision Ihoisday came 23 days after 
the takeover of the embassy, where 32 hos- ' 
rages still are being held, and eight days after 
the talks stalemated. * '

Tito’s condition 


remains grave 


BELGRADE, March 21 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Joap Broz Tito’s doctors said Friday his 
oemdition remained very grave and without 
major ehanges from tire day before. 

Tito's ei^t-doctor medi^ panel said it 
was ootittuing intensive treatment to keep the 
87-year-old Yugoslav leader alive. 

“The general state of health of President of 
the R^ublic Jo^ Broz Tito, which is with- 
out any further signifirant Aang gs cooqrared 
to yesterday, remains very grave,” the doc- 
tors said in their nud-day medical advisory. 

Tito was in his 70th strait day ofliospital- 
ization, suffering from kidney &ilure,hean 
weakness, pneumonia, inteinal bleeding and 
fever. 

His doctors had said the day before a prob- 
lem of voluminous bleeding in the stomach 
had almost stopped and there were agns of 
abatement in the penumonia. 

Tito has been kept alive with an anifidal. 
kidney machine rioce atleast Feb. 22, the day 
before doctors first disdosed his pneumonia 
and five days before they revealed the bleed- 
ing problem.

CIA men blamed for Indian unrest 


NEW DELHI, March 21 (R) — Home 
Minister Zail Singh intimated Friday that the 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) was 
behind the unrest in India’s troubled north- 
east region bordering Communist Oiina and 
Burma, the Press Twt of India reported. 

Singh told parliament that U.S. Amb^ 
sador Robert Goheen “along with some CIA 
agentsf' toured the nordi-eastlastyear.“It is 
now dear whidh are the forces behind the 
agitation,” he said. 

He told a Communist party questioner that 
the Soviet Union was not among these forces. 

Sing h bad intervened in discussion about 
tile north eastern regiem, u4ieFe 81 people 
have been killed and 1 5,0000 made homeless 
in Assam state siaee last September. Hie 
Assamese have been agitating against people 
coming into the state from ^er areas. 

There have also been attadts on offidals 
and security forces by secessiooist rebels in 
Mozoram and Mampur territories.
